operation would be to precipitate a strike. 
The proposed cancellation of their contract 
by the Falkenaus, which Nesbit & Co. are try- 
ing to stop, is under a clause which isa 
duplicate of a condition in Falke. 
nau’s contract with „mne ‘ Pecks. 
The clause practically empowers the party of 
the first part to forfeit the contract if work 
is being stopped. Falkenau & Bro. gave 
Nesbit three days’ notice of forfeiture several 
days ago. Yesterday they received one day's 
notice from the Pecks that their con- 
tract would be forfeited. Their at- 
torney says that will not happen. 
Victor Falkenau said last night that after 
getting the injunction out of the way his firm 
would employ union painters if allowed to do 
80; if not he would nominate the architects, 
or owners, or anybody the men specified, to 
employ them. In any event he says he will 
join in no lockout and will hire men and pay 
them union wages as long as they will 
work, 
Nesbit’s Side of the Case. 

In Nesbit & Co.’s suit the parties made de- 
fendants are Falkenau & Bro., Adler & Sul- 
livan, the architects, the Brotherhood of 
Painters and Decorators of America, the 
Journeymen Painters’ District Council of 


1 Chicago and vicinity, James C. Galvin, its 
President; W. F. Hall, Secretary; William 


Sorensen, business agent; Alexander Hunter, 
assistant; J. W. McKenny, President of the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators of 
America; and the Chicago Exchange Building 
company, the owner of the structure. 

In the bill.filed by the company in court 
the terms of the contract which it holds are 
first set out, and mention is made of the 
clause in the contract which provides that 
should the complainant be obstructed or de- 
layed by the action of its employés the time 
of completion of the work should be extended 
for a like period. Work was commenced im- 
mediately upon signing the contract and con- 
tinued until April 3. Before this date the 
business agent of the Journeymen Painters’ 
District Council of Chicago called upon com- 
plainant with a draft of a proposed contract 
which the Nesbit company was asked tosign. 
In explanation of the purpose of the labor 
organization complainant says that it is a local 
subdivision of the Bretherhood of Painters 
and Decorators of America. That it is a 
‘*seeret organization controlled by officers 
and committees for purposes partly legal 
and partly illegal, and that one of tne illegal 
purposes is to prevent any journeyman paint- 
er or decorator not belonging to the organiza- 
tion from obtaining employment. Another 

‘purpose for which the organization exists, 
says the bill, “is to conduct and control the 
business of the contractors who employ 


them. 
Notified te Keep Men at Werk. 

Resuming the narrative of the negotiations 
with the umion complainant says it refused to 
sign the contract. and as a consequence all the 
union men it employed were called out. The 

day following the strike complainant was in- 
formed by Adler & Sullivan, architects, that 
unless a sufficient force of skilled workmen 
was put in the building immediately the arch- 
itects would authorize Victor. Falkenau to 
cancel complainant’s contract. 

The following correspondence then passed 
between the somplainant company and the 
building contractors: 

Cricaco, April 4.—Nesbit Company—Gentle- 
men: We herewith give you formal notice that 
unless yon make positive arrangements to begin 
work again atthe Stock Exchange Building by 
Thursday mortiing with eighty or ninety men 
ee shall positively take contract out 


of your. hands and complete same at your 
expense to terms of contract, We 
know of no excuse for your having allowed the 
men to bo taken off this building, and unless we 
hear from you by 2 o'clock today that you will 
have an ample force at work tomorrow morning 
weshall without further notice take steps to 
complete the work. Weregret to be compelled 
to take this position, but no other course is left 
open to us. Victor FALKENAU & Bro. 

The answer was: 

CurcAco, April 5.—Victor Falkenau & Bro. 
Gentlemen: In reply to your notice of the 4th 
inst. will say that, as you are aware, there has 
been a general strike of all union painters 
against us, they refusing to work for us unless we 
enter into a contract containing conditions which 
we cannot and will not accede to. There is 
nothing in our contract with you providing 
that we shall employ union painters to perform 
our. contract. and we desire to now notify you 
that we are ready and willing to put to work an 
ampleMates of competent and proficient work- 
men, irrespective of unions, if you will allow us 


do so. 

81 deny your right under the existing condi- 
tions to take the work out of our hands. Please 
give us an answer to our proposition at once and 
we will act accordingly. 

The Objectionable Clause. 

Application was then made by the com- 
plainant company for permission to employ 
nom unlon workmen, but an absolute refusal 
was given to this proposition by Victor Falke- 
nau & Bros. 

Attached to the bill is a copy of the con- 
tract made between Nesbit & Uo. and 
Falkenau & Bro. The clause on which 
the forfeiture ‘notice was based pro- 
vides that if Nesbit & Co. 
refuse or fail to prosecute the work Falke- 
nau & Bro. shall employ labor to finish it on 
such refusal being certified by the architects. 
They may take possession of tools and ma- 
terials. This, as said. is simply an essential 
copy of a clause in Falkenau’s contract 
with the owner, under which the latter acted 
yesterday. 

The results that are produced by the in-

bosses in that branch have contracts with 
their men. The list includes carpenters, roof- 
ers, plasterers, plumbers, painters and paper- 
hangers, gasfitters, bridge and structural iron- 
workers, architectural ironworkers, three 
unions; steamfitters, “jours” and juniors; 
Italian enamel and mosaic workers, jours 
and juniors; mosaic and encaustic tilelayers, 
journeymen and juniors; gravel roofers, 
steam pipe and boiler coverers, electric work- 
ers, lathers, marble-cutters, cement finishers, 
hoisting engineers, metal, cornice, and sky- 
light workers. tin and sheetiron workers, gas 
and electrical fixture hangers, hod-carriers 
and building laborers 

lt was said that the speeches made by the 
men authorized to speak for the various asso- 
ciations were to the effect that they all meant 
business and will stay with the lockout until a 
satisfactory settlement*with the workmen is 
secured. Each association or trade will se- 
lect a committee to conduct the fight. 

It is thought that the move will result in the 
appointment of conference committees from 
the league and the Central Trades Council 
which will, if possible, effect a compromise. 
The bosses say, however, that. the men will 
have to throw away their present schedules of 
demands and form new ones. Tdo many 
things are asked that cannot be granted. T. 
P. Culloton of the Plumbers’ Association 
said: They simply want to take the man- 
agement of our business out of our hands and 
run things to suit themselves. They even 
want to take the apprentices as well as the 
helpers out of our control.” 

With reference to the charges of conspiracy 
made by the chiefs of some of the unions, J. 
G. McCarthy said: 
about our having the power to order and en- 
force a lockout. It is a severe thing to do, 
but we have the right to do it, For the men 
who want to work and have families to sup- 
port it is also quite a serious matter to turn 
them out and shut off their wages. 

Members of the Plumbers’ Association said 
that their conference committee has been 
meeting with the union’s committee almost 
every other day for the last six weeks, but 
never cou induce them to make aay sort of 
reasonable terms looking toward a settlement 
of the differences between them. 

A plan of campaign will probably be 
mapped out at today’s meeting and the vari- 
ous committees appointed, 


BRICKMAKERS REMAIN STUBBORN. 
Union Leaders Absolutely. Refuse te Make 

The attitude of the striking brickmakers at 
Blue Island has settled back to determined 
resistance again. With the close of the Brick- 
makers’ Union meeting at Waddell’s Hall last 


night the organization was no nearer reconcil- 


iation with the employers than when the strike 
began. It was expectel that the letter ad- 
dressed to the union by D. V. Purington, in 
which it was offered to start work again 
at the union scale without re- 
gard to union affiliations, would be 
favorably considered at the meeting. The 
communication, however, was ignored; nor 
will the union budge an inch, the leaders say, 
from its demands that only union labor be 
employed. Until this concession is grant- 
ed,“ said President H. L. Bessette last night, 
„„the strike will continue. Wecan thrive on 
the employment given by Wall Bros. and 
Wickler & Prussing.” It was learned, how- 
ever, that a wing of the union forces were fa- 
vorable to a compromise. ‘“ We believe it 
would be for the best interests of all to make 
concessions,”’ they said, and meet the em- 
pioyers half way.“ 


BEAT A NON-UNION GASFITTER. 


Two Walking Delegates Commit an Assault 
and Are Arrested. 


F. J. Walsh and Thomas Carmody, who are 
said to be walking delegates. for the Gasfit- 
ters’ Union, are locked up at the Hyde Park 
Police Station charged with assault. Last 
evening, when J. J. McGorvie of No. 1217 
Carpenter street, a gasfitter who does not be. 
long to the union, was passing the corner of 
Sixty-first street and Cottage Grove avenue 
he was attacked by the two men. A gash one 
inch long was cut in his lip, his scalp was cut 
and bruised in four or five places, and he was 
brutally kicked about the face, legs, and body. 

Leavmg their victim on the ground they 
started on a run for Washington Park. Of. 
ficer Murray chased the men half a mile and 
finally captured them in the park. The pris- 
oners. it is said, confessed. that they did up” 
MeGorvie because he refused to join the 
union, The injured man was taken to his 


home in an ambulance, and, as he is proba- 


bly injured internally, he may be confined to 
his bed for several weeks,

Iron Molders Strike at the Monroe Foundry

The strikers from Crane Bros. did not call 
out yesterday, as they announced they would, 
the elevator builders employed by the firm. 
The Crane Bros,’ firm had been securing cast- 
ings from the Monroe foundry on Jefferson 
street, near Van Buren. The Iron Molders’ 
Union struck on this account, and the factory 
is now closed. The firm of Batnum & Rich. 
ardson began handling patterns for Crane 
Bros, and ali their molders struck. They 
threw out the patterns and the molders re. 
turned. Martin Fox, President of the Mold. 
ers’ Union, will reach the city today to pre. 
vent any of his men from working in any 
way to aid the Crane Bros. S. T. Ingram was 
elected yesterday President of the union of 


the striking Crane Bros.’ employés. The Ma- 


chinists’ Union and the Coremakers’ Union 
have decided not to handle any of the Crane 
Bros,’ material. 


Small Jobs Affected. 

A score of small jobs on which union carpenters 
were working with non-union men were disturbed 
yesterday by all the union men striking. They 
reported at headquarters and were Hut on the 
out-of-work benefit class.

After 
this was over an agreement, or get, which 
in the Hebrew language means a church 
divorce, was granted by both women to 
Brown. This agreer-ent, which binds both

was signed by Brown and his two wives, and

Withoutthis “‘Get” neither 
of them could ever again marry and remain u 
member of the church. This proceeding is 


said to prevail to a considerable extent among 


Russian, Polish. and Hungarian Jews, where 
a husband and wife can not agree, but it is a 
rare occasion when two wives grant a Get.“ 

Brown was married to his first wife in Buf- 
falo, N. V., eight years ago. Last August he 
married Sarah Cohn in this city and lived 
with her two weeks before he was arrested. 
Wife No. 1 isa large woman and has a family 
of three children in Buffalo. Wite No. 2 is 
petite and young. The Buffalo Mrs. Brown 
called at the office of the Clerk of the Crimi- 
nal Court last evening and obtained a copy of 
the indictment charging Brown with bigamy. 
She said she wanted it to make things warm 
for her ex-lord in case he ever came to Buf- 
Wife 
No. 2 will assume her maiden name of Sarah 
Cohn. The man and the two women in the 
case are numbered among the laboring class 
in the tribe of Israel. 

Judge Baker said he knew nothing of the 
facts other than yesterday morning, when the 
case came up in his court, the State’s-Attor- 
ney entered a nolle, and, in accordance with 
it, he ordered Brown’s discharge. 

Dr. A. J. Messing, rabbi of the Kehilath 
B'nai Sholom congregation, said: ‘The 
‘get’ in Russia, Poiand, Turkey, and through- 
out the Orient is a legal form of divorce. in 
the countries which I have mentioned it is the 
only one necessary. When a woman wishes 
to be separated from her husband she must 
secure a ‘get’ from him and then she is free 
to marry whomsoever she pleases. In Amer- 
ica the followers of Judaism do not recognize 
the ‘ get’ at all. 
right to issue one unless a divorce has been 
granted by the courts first. 

With Sanctified Ink. 

„The ‘get’ is written with sanctified ink 
upon a specially prepared parchment with 
a goosequill pen, manufactured for the 
occasion by the soper himself. The ‘get’ 
contains twelve lines, no more and no less, 
written in a peculiar way, and it cannot be 
counterfeited because some of the letters 
are written larger than others and the key is 
known only to tne rabbis. Itis an old-fash- 
ioned ceremony nearly obsolete, and it might 
be put down asa relic of old times. If the 
Hebrews interested in the ceremony at the 
jail were not American citizens, then, accord- 
ing to the laws of Judaism, they are divorced.”

One of the impor- 
tant discoveries made by the city’s expert was the 
defective water assessment by which the city was 
annually oom of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 1 m it absolutely necessary to have a 
new water assessment made throughout the city, 
and I am convinced the revenues of the 
Water Office wi 
consequence. 

Some weeks Iordered the Superintendent 
of the Water ce to make a reéxamination of 
the Twelfth and Thirty-second Wards to deter- 
mine the advisability of making a reassessment

Payment of Employes. 


Another change of pressing im ce which 
I deem it wise to advocate would be the estab 
lishment of a paymaster’s department. The 
present mode of paying the employés of the city 
is irregular, unsafe, and unsatisfactory in Most 
respects. Some of them are paid by the City 
Treasurer; othert are paid — various persons im 
the different departments of the city. A pay- 
appointed who should give a 
bond. for a large amount, and a ar pay de- 
partment established, even though the expense 
attending the same might seem apparently 
greater. 

This would result in greater e ition and 
2 No person should be paid unless iden- 
tified. The pay of ail employés failing to appear 
at the appointed time should be withheld and 
afterwards paid upon identification. Such safe- 
guards wouid defeat any possible attempt to 
stuff the city pay-rolls. 

Under the old arrangement a great loss of time 
has occurred, all at expense of the city. The 
three important things to ‘be regarded in the es- 
tablishment of a paymaster’s department are 
safety of the funds. convenience to the employé, 
and saving of the city’s time. To a considerable 
extent at least checks might be 2 in pay - 
ment of men. Perhaps it would not possible 
to make their use general on account of the loss 
of time involved onthe part of the employé in 

tting them cashed, or subjecting him, at the 

ands of unscrupulous persons, to the loss of a 
discount. The ci pays its men more promptly 
than any of the large railways entering Chicago, 

From experience in the past I am led to believe 

the greatest loss which o@curs to the City of 
Chicago is from false returns of time made by 
the foremen. There should bein all the import- 
ant branches of the service men appointed to 
thetimekeepers. This double check would, 
I believe, result in the saving of a very large sum 
of money. There is hardly a day but that time is 
found returned by foremen for men who have not 
done the work claimed, The plan could be

HOPKINS’ SECOND TROLLEY VETO. 


74 
Says Some of the Provisions Are Monstrous 
and Insists Upon Compensation. 

Mayor Hopkins’ veto of the Chicago City 
railway (troliey) ordinances, submitted to the 
Council last night, was as follows: 

I have the honor to return to you without my 
approval the following ordinances passed by 
your honorable body at its last meeting—to wit: 

1. An ordinance authorizing the Chicago Cit 
railway company to propei and operate wit 
electricity its cars along Twenty-sixth, Thirty- 
first, Thirty-ninth, Fifty-first, Sixty-ninth, Seven- 

y-ninth, and numerous other streets in said or- 

nance designated. a 

2. An ordinance authorizing the yee City 
railway company to operaté a double track street 
railroad upon Sixty-third street from Cottage 
Grove avenue west to State street, and granting 
said compény other privileges in connection 
therewith. : 

3. Anordinance authorizing the Chicago City 
railway company to construct and maintain an 
underground conduit on Twenty-first street, from 
State street to Wabash avenue. 

y objections were fully stated in my message 
submitted April 4, 1894, when the three ordi- 
nances were returned to your honorable body. 
Most of those objections apply with equal force 
to the “ordinances in ir present shape. To 
obviate them and to secure to the people some 
relief from its oppressive features I then sub- 
mitted to your consideration a list of carefully 
prepared amendments. Aside from the mon- 
strous provision giving the Chicago City railway 
company the right to erect many thousands 
of wooden poles in any streets or avenues of the 
southern portion of the city it may select, and to 
rent out those unsightly poles to wyomsoever, the 
railway com may bargain with. unrestrained 
by the City Council, either to the number of 
wires or any consideration to be paid to the city, 
the principal of compensation is entirely ignored. 
When the City of Philadeiphia on the 30th day 
ef March of last year granted a trolley franchise 
to the Citizens’ Passenger railway company it 
did so upon the condition that the company 
shall at its expense pave from curb to curb 
with improved payement all streets upon which 
ite et penn foe — may be operated, and further- 
more em ied into the ordinance a condition 
compelling the company to take down and re- 
movo the overbead wires whenever so directed by 
the Council. To require the Chicago City rail- 
way company to light its right of way is an infin- 
itely smaller compensation than that secured by 
the paving clause of the Philadelphia ordinance. 
I hope that in the exercise of your duties repre- 
sentatives of the people you may so amend the 
ordinances as to make it possible for me to give 
them my executive approval.

Columbian Exposition Petition to the 
World's Governments Issued. 

Tue Trreuns bas received a souvenir copy 
of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition Memo- 
rial for international arbitration. .Through 
Secretary Gresham’s courtesy official copies 
have been sent to thé various governments of 
the world. The point is made by William E. 
Blackstone, Honorary Commissioner of the 
World's Fair, that act that no war has

BOUBRBONS BAFFLED IN THE SENATE. 


They Fail to Secure Longer Sessions to 
Debate the Tariff Bill, 

Wasuineron, D. C., April 9.—Mr. Walsh 
was sworn in today as Senator from Georgia 
to serve out the term of the late Senator Col- 
quitt. Mr. Hoar called attention to the form 
of the credentials, which begun: To Patrick 
Walsh greeting.“ It seemed very desirable, 
he said, that State authorities should conform 
to the form of credentials which had become 
the custom and which the Senate had repeated- 
ly held to\be valid.

under the five-minute rule. Both went over 
without action. 

Senator Harris sought to reach some ar- 
rangement for the earlier meeting of the 
Senate and for longer sessions for considera- 
tion of the tariff bill, but his efforts encoun- 
tered such strenuous Republican opposition 
that nothing was accémp.ished. Republican 
Seriators asserted there was no attempt at 
filibustering; that the tariff bill demanded the 
closest attention; that the measure if pasagd 
would prove ruinous to several States, and 
therefore they should be in no hurry to bring 
a blight on the country’s industries. 

Wolcott Attacks the President.

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THE NEXT ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE. 

The Republican State Central committee 
meets in this city today for the purpose of 
talking over the approaching campaign.

THE MILWAUKEE FIRE HORPOR, 
The burning of the Davidson Theater in 
Milwaukee early yesterday was an 
unusually terrible fire horror. Nine brave 
firemen are known to have been killed and 


several others were severely injured. Com- 
pared with this destruction of human life the 


loss of property is insignificant, though that 
is understood to mount well up toward $200,. 
000. The theater was che finest in Mil- 
waukee and one of the handsomest and most 
costly in the whole country.” The original 
cost of the building was nearly $400,000, 
and only the walle are left standing, while 
the Lilliputian company lost some $50,000 
wörth of scenery and other property used by 
them during their engagement there, which 
would have cloged tomorrow if not suddenly 
ended by the summary ejectment by. the 
flames. 

The fearful tragedy did not occur till after 
the fire was seemingly under control. Then 
the roof fell in, and a score or more firemen 
who had stood on it while fighting the flames 
were carried with it to the floor of the audi- 
torlum. A few were rescued by their com- 
rades, The others, perhaps half the number 
who had fallen, were under the burning débris 
of the roof, and all of them who had not been 
killed in the fall literally were roasted to 
death. The heroic efforts of their comrades 
to save them were unavailing, as the gallery 
soon fell in upon the doomed ones, from 
above whom rose monstrous sheets of flame, 
mocking all hope of rescue. 

The calamity is a sister one to that attend - 
ing the burning of the Newhall House in Mil- 
waukee eleven years ago and the Cold-Stor- 
age Building at the World’s Fair ground in 
this city last summer.

It dwelt at too 
great length on the rather straitened finan- 
cial circumstances of the city, condemned the 
defective revenue law, deprecated fhe meth- 
ods of assessment and collection, and seemed 
to regret that salaries could not be increased. 
The young Mayor's suggestions of reform as 
to these matters were rather crude, vague, and 
incomplete. 

He was more at home in discussing the sub- 
jects of compensation for franchises, track 
elevation, and the municipal expenditares. 
He repeated the views embodzed in his several 
veto messages that tne city should receive 
large compensation from the . quasi-public 
corporations for the use of the public grounds 
and thoroughfares, and that the righta of the 
municipality and of the citizens should be 
sufely guarded by restrictive clauses in every 
ordinance which should meet the approval of 
the Council and the Mayor. He pointed with 
pardonable pride to his own efforts in this 
direction and also to his efforts to abolish 
the fee system, to obtain a, larger 
revenue through the Water Office, 
and he promised decided improvements in 
the matter of the municipal accounts and the 
administration of justice in the police courts, 
the expenses of which he pledges himseif to 
reduce. The assurances of the Mayor in these 
respects will be accepted in good faith, for it 
is but just to him to say that he has worked 
since his election in the direction of the re- 
forms suggested. On the question of the ele- 
vation of tracks he appears to be more san- 
guine concerning the result of his plans than 
are the members of the Council or the general 
public, But the Mayor is naturally of a san- 
guine temperament. 

It is gratifying to note in this connection 
that the Mayor’s vetoes of the South Side trol- 
ley ordinances were sustained by the new 
Council, The Aldermen had not the patience, 
however, to hear the documents read at 
length, but referred them to the new Commit. 
tee on Streets and Alleys South, where 
they will be carefully considered in 
connection with the rejected ordinances. 
Those measures will no doubt be materially 
amended, and largely in accordance with the 
Mayor’s views. They must be amended so as 
to safeguard the city’s interests and soas to 
insure an adequate compensation for the valu- 
able franchises sought by the street railway 
company. The Council has taken the proper 
course in this matter, and thus begins well, 


PUBLIC CARE OF INEBRIATES. 

The Maryl Legislature, practically with 
no opposition in either branch, has passed a 
law making it imperative upon the courts of 
that State to send inebriates under certain 
conditions to gold-cure institutes for treat- 
ment, The details of the bill already have 
been stated in Tun Tarsunz. It defines the 


term ‘habitual drunkard,’ in what manner 


drunkards shall bo sent to gold-cure institu- 
tions, and how the expenses of treatment shall 
be met by the county or by the City of Balti- 
more, as the case may be. 

Similar laws to this have been passed in 
some other States. Considering their success 
and the good work that has been done under 
them it is remarkable that Chicago, always 
quick to adopt new and proved reforms, has 
not taken stbps in the same direction, If the 
eity government would take the $25,000 
uselessly paid every year to the Washington- 
ian Home for soböring but never curing in- 
ebriates, and use that sum at the bridewell for 
Keeiey’s gold cure remedy, employing an,ex- 
perienced Keeley physician to administer it, 
it undoubtedly would accomplish a great 
amount of good. There is no doubt that Dr. 
Keeley would designate a competent and 
thoroughly instructed physician, who would 
serve fora moderate salary, and that the 
medicine itself would be furnished at cost. 

Nearly all the men and women sent to the 
bridewell are inebriates, and most of them 
confirmed drunkards. The Keeley cure would 
make sober men of all who did not desire to 
return to drunkenness. and would place them 
on their feet again and give them a chance to 
become decent members of society dnce 
more if they were so disposed. Of course, 
there al ways would be the danger arising from 
fake curists, fraudulent counterfeiters, and 
pretended discoverers of dipsomania cures, 
who would make every effort to get a foot- 
hola in the city institution, but a little watch- 
fulness would result in keeping them out. Is 
nota system like that provided for by the 
Maryiand Legislature worth trying, at least, 
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who are charged with the duty of supervising 
building plans for places of public amuse. 
ment, or the laxity of legislation which does 
not impose such duties upon officials and pro- 
vide for their punishment in cage of proven 
neglect. The Davidson Theater was hom- 
inally fireproof, but it must be assumed to 
have been anything but fireproof in its in- 
terior, or the structure would not have melted 
into a heap of ruin and carried to a living 
tomb half a score of brave firemen who were 
engaged in fighting the flames, Surely this 
and other lessons should be sufficient to bring 
about a reform in the architecture of places 
of amusement so that they no longer shall 
prove to be death-traps, which are fair to the 
eye and profitable to the owner up to the time 
when a little tongue of flame proves them to 
be little better than masses of so much tinder,

2.695.984 yards of uncolored cotton. In 1802 we 
sent 5.229,174 yards, and in 1893, 11,281,401 
yards. In 1891 we shipped 3,455,502 yards of 
colored cotton cloth; in 1892, 5,004,847; and in 
1893, 8,206,880. The same increase is noticed 
in nearly all the countries with which we Lave 
reciprocity arrangements. 

Thus it appears that the effect of reciproc- 
ity has been to more than treble the quantity 
of American cotton goods sent to Brazil. Yet 
it is the intention of the Democrats to put a 
sudden end’ to the reciprocity agreément 
‘which has heen the sole cause of this increase 
in exports, What can be more - unbusiness- 
like? It is proposed also to end this agree- 
ment ata time when the conditions are such 
as to promise still greater growth in Amer- 
ican exports to Brazil. The attitude of the 
United States during the rebellion which is 
now drawing to a close was exceedingly 
friendly toward the established govern- 
ment. That of European countries was the 
reverse, The natural inelination of the Bra- 
zilians would be to turn still more towards 
this country and cultivate the closest possible 
trade relations, That feeling will “be chilled 
if the United States Government repudiates 
that reciprocity agreement which it urged 
Brazil to make. The determination of the 
Democrats to cancel these reciprocity agree- 
ments shows their malicious obstinacy. They 
denounced the ‘reciprocity policy before it 
was enacted into law, and, though they have 
seen that it works well, they are going to up- 
set it so as to be consistent and in the wrong, 


Tue junior Democratic organ js much dis- 
turbed because the Republican Aldermen, who 
constitute a majority of the Council, propose 
to reorganize that body on party lines. It 
violentiy deplores partisanship, but # had 
never a word of rebuke for the Democratic 
Mayor the other day when he said that if he 
ascertained that any city employé voted 
against the regular Democratic candidates 
for Aldermen and town officers he would die- 
charge that employé. One of the fears of the 
junior organ is that the Republisan majority

partisan Democratic ends, such, for instance, 
as the election of Bath-House Coughlin in the 
First Ward by the free use of clubs. The dl- 
vision of the Council on party lines cannot 
but result in improved methods. Heretofore 
that division has been on the boodle and anti- 
boodle lines. There was no party responsi- 
bility, but hereafter there will be; and unless 
all signs fail the Democratic minority will 
have its full share of responsibility and most 
of the blame. The three Democratic Alder- 
men who sustained the Mayor’s well inten- 
tioned and well directed vetoes have all 
been retired from the Council. There is not 
one man among the new Democrats as repu- 
table or as capable as any of the three.

Inspection of the, Building. 


After Mr. Hesing had concluded the ques- 
tion as to the character of the soil of the pres- 
ent site was raised, but the Postmaster replied 
that any difficulties in that respect could be 
easily overcome and explained.

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BRIBERY IS HINTEDAT 


SERIOUS INSINUATIONS AGAINST 
OOUNTY COMMISSIONERS, — 


The Board Lets a Contract to Sherman & 
Flavin for Marble Work in the Crim- 
inal Court Building, Whereupon State- 
ments Are Made That Lead to a Demand 
for an Investigation—Inquiry Begun 
and to Be Continued Todsy~Lincoln. 
Park Board Bonds Nearty Due, 

The Board of County Commissioners had 

un excitmg time at its meeting yesterday. 

The meeting opened with routine proceedings, 

but before the close charges of bribery had 

deen insinuated against some of the Com- 
missioners and ali sorts of rumors were float- 
ing around, : 

The trouble arose over the granting of the 
contract by the board for the marble work in 
the Criminal Court Building to Sherman & 

Playin for $29,400. The Bu ung commit- 

tee reported that it had examined the bids re- 

ceived for the’ imitation marble and marble 
work and recommended that the bid 
of Sherman & Flavin be accepted. 

A motion was made to refer the Building com- 

mittee’s report to the Public Service commit- 

tee for its approval, but this motion was lost. 

Commissioner Kunstman moved that the 

matter be passed upon by the board at once, 

He said nearly all the members of the board 

had examined the material on which the bids 

were made and expressed himselfin favor of 
giving the contract to Sherman & Flavin, the 
only bidders on genuine marbie. President 

Struckman and Commissioner Cool opposed 

this strongly, giving it as their opinion that the 

matter should be passed upon by the Public 

Service committee first. The resolution of 

Commissioner Kunstman to give the contract 

to Sherman & Fiavin was, however, passed by 

u vote of 11 to 3.

Insinuations of Attempted Bribery. 


| The Commissioners tin proceeded to finish 

up the remaining busimess, but ten minutes 
later Commissioner ‘Burmeister asked the 
board to reconsider its action on the marble 
contract and announced that he had an un- 
usunl reason for asking that this be done. 
“I am informed by Controller Healy,“ he 
said, that certain agents or representatives 
of the marble firm to whom the contract has 
been let have intimated that they were willing 
to pay for the influence of certain of the 
Commissioners if they could secure this con- 
tract.” 

This statement produced an uproar for a 
few minutes. Several of the Commissioners 
jumped to their feet and yelled: Investiga- 
tion. Finally Commissioner Netterstrom. 
the Chairman of the Building committee, got 
a hearing. 

This is an outrage,“ hecried. ‘* These in- 
sinuations are unjust. [have done my duty 
to the public honestly in the matter, and I de- 
mand an investigation. I consider the giving 
of this work to these parties was the best 
thing to be done under the .cirgumstances, 
and if my motives are to be impugned I will 
hand in my resignation at once. When Mr. 
Netterstrom sat down he was extremely 


angry. 
Commissioner Allen asked that Mr. Healy 
be sent for and that the people who made the 
statements be produced at once. Mr. Healy 
came in, but President Struckman would not 
let him address the board at first, saying: 
Lou have raised a nice fuss, Healy.“ That 
official said he was ready to s by ahy 
statements he had made toany person. He 
told the board, when he was called upon to 
speak, that his in ormant in regard to the al- 
ieged suspicious actions of the marble con- 
tractors’ man was E. J. McCarty, one of the 
bookkeepers in the County Cuntrolier’s office, 
and that he could be produced at any time. 
Mr. McCarty was called. He said that 
Thursday morning last A. B. Dickinson, a 
representative of Sherman & Flavin, came 
into the Controller's office and made inqui- 
ries in regard to the individuality of the mem- 
bers of the Building committee. He asked if 
the contract had been awarded. Mr. McCarty 
then told the board that Mr. Dickinson had 
said four members of the Building committee 
were all right.“ but that the fifth, Commis- 
sioner Allen, was a hard man to deal with, as 
he couldn't make up his own mind.“ Mr. 
McCarty then added that Dickinson said to 
him if Allen can be got there is $500 in it.“ 


Startlies the Commissioners. 


This statement seemed to startle some of 
the Commissioners, but Mr. Alien smiled. 
The other members of the Building commit- 
tee, Messrs. Netterstrom, Cunning. Peacock, 
and McNichols, were thoroughly aroused, and 
asked fora further investigation of the mat- 
ter. Commissioner Kunstmmn admitted 
he had been approached on the subject of 
marble contract, that the people who came 
represented the imitation marble manufact- 
urers to whom the contract was not awarded. 
All the influence used upon him was by argu- 
ment and no suggestion of anything else was 
broached to him. 

It was made evident that a further investi- 
gation was desired by the board, an adjourn- 
ment wastaken until 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, and Controller Healy was asked to se. 
cure the atterdance of Messrs: Sherman and 
Flavin, the marble contractors, and thelr rep- 
resentative, A. B. Dickinson, at that hour.

DEATH OF ATTORNEY JOHN GRAHAM. 


Picturesque Figare-in New York Legal 
Circles Passes Away. 

New York, April 0.—[Special.]—John Gra- 
ham died at the Metropolitan tet today, 
He was a legal reminiscence,’ Por thirty 
years he was one of the conspicuous figures at 
the bar of New York, and unique as he was 
conspicuous. He dressed like a fop of 1825, 
and wore a brown wig that hung in ringlets. 
In court and out Graham was dictatorially 
aggressive, offensive to Judges and lawyers. 
No man ever knew him to apologize. With 
James T. Brady he defended Gen. Sickles for 
killing Philip Barton Key, but, piqued over 
Brady’s well-earned fame in connection with 
the case, Graham quarreled with Sickles, They 
afterward became fast friends and Gen. 
Sickles was at the bedside when Graham died. 
One of his last appearances in court was to 
defend Jachne, a boodle Alderman, for 
bribery in connection with the Broadway 
street car franchise. Graham was also coun- 
sel for Tweed during the ring trials and then 
showed the first evidences of failing mentality. 
He was finally dismissed by Tweed, whereupen 
he made 41 his knowledge of the inside 
history of the Tweed ring as he knew it.

Fred M. Rausch, bookkeeper of the Auditorium 
Theater, died yesterday morning of heart dis- 
ease, at his home, No. 1215 Fifty-sixth street. 
He was taken sick last week, but kept at work 
until the end of the opera season.
